Men are sometimes heard to grumble because they have to work hard to 
make a living for themselves and families, but the man whg makes the most 
bitter complaint is the one who is out of worrk, is anxious to work, and can- 
not obtain employment. Not “hard work,” but “out of work” is the real 
tragedy of life. 

The greatest problem confronting the Government and people of Great 
sritain today is lack of employment, resulting in a million or-more men living 
in idleness. The most serious side of this unfortunate situation, however, is 
not the loss of productive wealth which this army of potential workers might 
be creating; it is not the financial drain imposed on the Government and 
charitable organizations in providing a bare living for these men and their 
families; it is not even the amount of hardship and suffering which may be 
entailed. The really serious thing igs the effect on the characters and morale 
of these men forced to live in idleness, and on young children who aug suffi- 
cient nourishment to develop s strong bodies. 

Because many cannot obtain work, and the Government was forced to 
provide a system of doles in order that these people might live, there has 
been a decided lowering in the morale of many, with the result that as time 
has passed thousands have become discouraged, indifferent and shiftless, and 
have reached that frame of mind where they no longer want work and are 
quite content to drift along indefinitely subsisting on Government doles and 
“charity. 

Prevailing conditions give added testimony to the truth of the old saying 
that Satan finds mischief for idle hands to do. Communism and Bolshevistic 
doctrines are openly preached in England and the gospel of a workless world 
taught. Many of those who are at work are ready to strike on the slightest 
provocation, notwithstanding the fact of thousands already. out of employment. 
Others are slackers on their jobs and deliberately refrain from performing 
a fair day's work. The result is that Great Britain is having difficulty tin re- 

gaining its old pre-war eminence in world manufacturing and commerce, and, 
aus a result, yee cannot provide the volume of employment that. would 
otherwise be the cas 

Juropean fapalien comment on the aniltvely different picture presented 
by France and Germany. In both of these countries the gospel of hard work 
is both taught and practised. Germany is rapidly regaining its old trade and 
even increasing it over the pre-war figures. A writer, Comyns Beaumont by 
name, states that Germany’s exports to British India, the Dutch East Indies, 
Java and China were thirly per cent. greater in 1924 than in the pre-war year 
of 1913; that Germany today manufactures more pig-iron than Great Britain; 
that in Brazil and Argentina, imports from Germany far exéeed those from 
Great Britain; that in China, East Africa, South Africa and India, Germany's 
trade is advancing by leaps and bounds, while in the case of India especially 
Britain’s trade is falling off. 

Hard work is not a curse, but a blessing. The man who works hard and 
unrows his whole energy into his task is, as a rule, a contented and happy 
man. It is the idler who is the malcontent, the fault finder, the mischief 
The theory of a Workless world being a paradise is the most insane 
of all fallacies, and that section of the British people who appear to have 
accepted a state of unemployment as a permanent, inevitable and not wholly 
undesirable condition, had bétter awaken to this fact before it is too late. 

Nor is it in Britain alone that people require to bestir themselves and 
come to a full realization of the great truth that in work, hard work, is to be

Wireless Is Used | In. Stee! Industr;- 


Metal Redueed to_ o White Hot Liquid at 
Sheffield Plant 

Wireless is to be introduced into 

the steel industry of Sheffield, Eng- 

land, for the purpose of melting 


metals, announcement to this effect! 


being made by Dr. C. H. Desch, dean 
of the faculty of metallurgy at the Uni- 
versily of Sheffield. Wireless valves 
can be used to melt masses of stecl 
into white hot liquid, Dr. Desch said, 
and within a few months there would 
be furnaces here worked by these 
valves. 

Further, it was explained that a! 
200-volt direct: current is passed into‘ 
the valves, which converts it into al-! 
ternating current of cxtremely high 
frequency—much higher, in fact, than 
can be obtained from a mechanical 
generator of alternating current. This 
current is passed through the metal, 
which may be said to melt itself. 

“The melting metal,” Dr. 
added, “is often far hotter 
crucible in which it is being treated. 
A piece of Swedish iron was melted 
in this way before the crucible in 
which it was contained was thorough- 
ly warm.”

‘Beam Wireless In War 


Counter-Beam By Enemy might Jam 
Communication in Time of War 
The beam system of transmitting 

wireless messages is more economical 
for commercial and other peaceful pur- 
poses, From the British admiralty‘’s 
point of view, however, there is some 
doubt about the value_of the beam in 
time of war. It is believed that beam 
transmission could easily be jammed 
by means of a counter-beam, which 
the enemy would use to block com- 
munications by wireless. The ques- 
tion of the value of the beam system 
in war is of concern to Australia, 
where plans are well adyanced to es- 
tablish wireless stations for linking up 
with Great Britain and Canada. As 
the beam system_is also being install- 
ed in this Dominion, the question may 
arise here as well whether the wire- 
less servite is to be designed for war 
purposes or for peace.—Otlawa Citi- 
zen.

Puddling the roots is.an ancient and 
all-important practice in tree planting 
that is often more honored in the 
breach~than in the observance, and it 
is well to remember that. just as soon 
as the bale of trees arrives from the 
nursery it should be opened out and 
the roots dipped in a thick puddle of ~ 
mud and water. This keeps them 
moist aud in good condition till they 
are planted in their permanent situa- 
tion. The puddle can be made in a 
hole iu the ground ar in a pail. If 
it is not-convenient to plant the irees 
right away, ic., for a day or two, they 
should be puddled'and heeled in the 
sround till they can be planted. Heel- 
ing in is a simple matter. A trench 
is opened large enought to hold the 
roots comfertably. It should ulso be 
deep enough—too often it is far too 
shallow. ‘The roots of the puddled 
plants are laid in this singly, but close 
together and. covered well with soil, 
which should be tramped firmly about 
the roots, a most-important matter In 
a dry country, Many plants get their 
death sentences from faulty ‘heeling 
in. : 
Treated in this way they will keep 
for a week or two. At planting time 
they should be puddled. again as soon 
as. they are taken from the tronch. 
The- hole should be larger than- the 
spread of the roots, and deep cnough . 
for the tree to be about two inches 
deeper than it was before lifting. : 
Spread the roots out comfortably, if 
necessary, making “A special mound 
for them in the~botiom of the hole. 
As the earth is thrown in, the tree 
should be shaken -up and down in the 
hole to allow the fine soil particles to 
seltle closely round the fine rootlets. - \ 
When It Is about two-thirds full, tramp 
it down, then fill in the balance of the 
hole level with the ground, and tramp 
firmly again, leaving a shallow. basin 
about two inches deep around the tree.

Adaptable For-Long Distance.

Innovation in dirigible designs, mak- 
ing the airships faster and safer and 
more feasible for long distance flights 
have been submitted to the British 
{ Governincnt, says the Press Assocla- 
jtion. It quotes experts as saying it 
would be possible with the new. ships 
to make the journey to New Zealand 
jin nine days. ud 

The new designs, it is explained, eli- 
, minate the gohdolas with the excep- 
, tion of those carrying the motors, thus 
reducing resistance. They provide 
‘space for the pilot and navigating 
j room in the ship’s skeleton. This 1s 
| declared lo insure a considerable in- 
| crease in the range of the flight as 
proved by experiments carried on by 
the national physical laboratory. 

The new type of dirigible is credited 
to Commander C. D. Burney, Member 
of Parliament, director of the. Airship 
Guarantee Company, with which the 
MacDonald Government placed an ord- 
er for a ship-of 5,000,000 cubic feet 
capacit®, and to Chief Designer B. N. 
Wallis, who ‘worked out a new type 
of mooring mast. ; 

The new mast is described as hay- 
ing enormous arms, extending hori- 
.zontally, into which the ship’s ‘nose 
Along one of 
these arms the passengers who as- 
cend by an elevator, pass over a gang- 
way to the dirigible’s interior. The 
arms rotate around a fixed centre, thus 
enabling the ship to approach from 
any direction. 

Plans also call for floating masts. 

Great Britain’s new ship vill pro- 
vide all these improvements-and more 
upon which experts are working.

The Text Explained and Illumined 

The Visit of Mary Magdalene to the 
Tomb of Christ, verses 1, 2. On 
Sunday, the first day of the week, 
Mary Magdelene came early to the 
tomb of Jesus. Mary Magdelene was 
from the village of Magdala north of 
Tiberias; see Mk. 16.9. ° What Jesus 
had done for her is told in Lk. 8.2. 
She had been one of those near the 
cross (Jo. 19.28; Lk. 8.2). There 
were others with her, as the “we” 
in the next verse indicates, and they 
had come to embalm the body of 
Jesus (Mt. 28.1; Mk. 16.1; Lk. 24.1, 10). 

A stone had been placed over the en- 
trance of the tomb (Mk. 15.46) and 
sealed (Mt. 27.66). It was probably 
a cylindrical stone which could be 
rolled to either side in a groove’ at 
the base of the opening. The women 
found the stone removed and Mary 
hastened away to tell Peter and John 
(John always refers to himself in his 
Gospel as ‘‘the disciple whom Jesus 
loved”), while the others evidently 
remained at the tomb and the events 
took place which are recorded in Mt. 
28.5-8, Mk. 16.5-8; and Lk. 24.4-10. On 
meeting the two disciples Mary cried 
out anxiously, “They have taken away 
the Lord out of the tomb, and we 
know not where they have laid Him.”
